THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  14th  December, 
1920,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
that  for  a number  of  years  Mr.  John  C.  laylor, 
of  Kamloops,  has  been  allowed  to  conduct  a 
summer  stopping-place  and  boat-livery  at  Pau 
I,ake  in  the  Niskonlith  Forest  Reserve  m the 
Province  of  British  Columbia.  Mr.  Taylor  applied 
for  a lease  in  1915,  but  as  at  that  time  the  land 
was  not  available,  and  as  Mr.  Taylor  has  again 
applied  for  a more  stable  form  of  tenure  with  a 
view  to  the  erection  of  more  permanent  and  com- 
modious buildings,  and  as  there  is  a growing 
demand  for  hotel  accommodation  at  Paul  Lake,  it 
is  considered  in  the  public  interest  that  opportunity 
he  given  for  the  establishment  of  a summer  hotel 
on  the  site  applied  for. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  author- 
ity be  granted  under  the  “Forest  Reserves  and
